It can also be of benefit to other Radio Amateurs to determine band conditions for 
Nets and casual QSO's. This information is NOT based on any software pre- dictions or any 
kind of satellite based readings. It is based on a new Ionospheric sounding method called "HF 
Ionospheric Interferometry" which operates very similarly to the PolISAR system used by 
NASA.
